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Family scrambled as tornado closed in

Maj. Johnny Jones and his fanuly saw something in May that
most people hope they never encounter — an approaching tar-
nado,

lomes, commuander of the 123nd Matntenance Squadron, had been
visiting neighbors in Shepherdsville May 28 when the weather
ook o turn for the worse.

“Itstarted hailing, and my wite made the sugeestion that we 2
an hame so we could put the cars in the garage and they wouldn't
receive huil damage,” he said,

When the family got back o their house, Jones walked oul 1o
mive his varn.

Thal’s he saw something strange on the horizon.

“There was something that was real dark about two or three
miles away,” Jones recalled.

“ltdidn't look like a tornado, but we saw a ot af stuff flying in
the air: Lwold my wife it looked like a strong wind was corming.”

Tones™ wite and son decided w go down to the basement becuise
ol the weather,

Butwhen Tones looked at the horizon again, what he saw added
ahefty dose of urgency 1o the plan,

He could now tell the approaching elaud was, in luet. a toriado.

“We were all stll in the yard when we saw it coning at us.” he
said,

“That was a very scary feeling, to say the least. T said the heck
with van and velled, “Tormado!”

“My wife and my son took off running and yelled for my daugh-
ter, who was studying upstuirs.

"By the time T got downstairs, the ornado was right on tap of
us. Yo could hear all kinds of grinding noises as the drywall
cracked throughout the house. The hig scare of course, was when
suft started coming through the windows,

“Iwve gora great room in the front af the house, and one wall is
all windows, except for a fireplace,

“Pieces of neighbors' rools, lumber, nails — evervthing — was
coming through those windows,”

Une piece of lumber came in with such force, it went through
two panes of glass. a solid wood end table and the carpet belore
jamming in the ceiling and passing into the floor upstairs,

The tornade’s rumble, which Jones said resembled that of 3
freight train, soen died down, But the family’s experience hadn't
ended just ver

“We heard the wmado go by, and then it got kind of guiet, Then
about live seconds later, we could hear another tormado approach
and 2o by, ones said.

Miraculously. the home escaped major structural damage. al-
though there were indications that the roof lifted up at one point
before dropping back down,

Severul ol the joists were separated at the apex where they join

together.

Many ol Jones” neighbors were not as lucky. Dowens of homes in
his neighborhood suffered extensive damage, and several were com-
pletely destroved.

Jones said he's just thanklul no one was seriously hurt,

I we had stayed a1 my neighhor’s house, we never would have
koown about the ternado until it was oo top of us, and my daughier
would have been home by hersalf upstairs.

“Who knows what could have happened. She could have heard
the naise from the wrmado and run through the great room 10 ger 10
the basement,

“The man upstairs was looking oot for us. That's all T ean sav,”

He was commissioned o second liculen-
ant in 1966 and entered undergraduate pi-
lot truining ab Lavghlin Air Force Base.
Texis.

After compleung B-532 Combal Crew
Training Schoal i July 1968, he deployed
t Southeast Asia [or two tours of light
duty in Thaifund and the Republic of

WVietnam.

At the conclusion of his sccond overseas
tour. Bhodes returned 1o the United States.
where he served in a variety of active-duty
posts hefore rejoining the Kentucky Air Na-
tional Guurd in 1977 as disaster prepared-
ness officer.

In 1983, he was named director ol opera-
fions for KyANG headguarters. where he
served Lor 10 yvears belore assuming the role
al wing vice commander

Rhodes said he has enjoyed every aspect
of his miilitary carcer, and he offered o few
words of advice for members of the Kentucky

Three factors contributed to
CT-43 accident, panel finds

WASHINGTON — Thred factors con-
tribisted w the April crash ol un Air Force
CT-43 that killed commerce secrelary Ron
Browen and 34 others, un investigative panc
ruled,

The miain cuuses were a futlure of com-
s, airerew error and an improperly de
signed instrument approach procedure, the
Adr Force panel said i ns repont of acei-
denrtfindings.

The aircraft crashed into g mowmainside
wiile attempling an instrument approdach
into the Cilipi wirport near Dubrovnilk,
Croalia,

Anong the rept’s hiughlights:

« Command Failed o comply with gov-
erning directives from higher headguarters.

Aar Force directives require prior reyview
ol wstrument landing approach procedures
not approved by the Department of De-
femse.

Phe airpont ot Dubrovnik had sech an
approach procedure. iind it hud not vel haen
reviewed by the major conumand, & wuiver
e [y non-Dal approuches for airports in
Euwrope prior to review had been regquested
und had been denied by headguarters, ULS,
Arr Foree

Although informied that the waiver re-
gquest had been denied, commuanders failed
te rescind airerew authorization w [y the
approuch

* The airerew made errors while planning
and executing the Might, which, when com-
bined. were o cause of the miship

During mission planming. the crew's 1e-
view ol the Dubrovnik approach failed 1o
determine that it reguired twoautomatic &
rection fnders, or ADFs. and that 1t could
not be Hown with the single ADF anboard
their aircrali

Additionally, the crew improperly flight
planned its ronte, which added 15 minutes
toois thight time.

The pilots rushed their approach and did
not properly configure the wireralt for land-
ing before commencing the final scgment of
the approach.

They crossed the finel approach fix lying
at Bt knots above final approach speed, and
without clearunce from the tower,

As aresult of the rushed approach, the e
configurution and a madio call froma pilct o
the ground. the erew was distracted (rom ad-
equately monitorng the final approach,

The pilots flew o course nine desrees fefl
of the correct course, They ulse fuiled 1o iden-
LYY the missed upproach point and w execute
i imely missed approuch

Il the crew was unable to see the runway
al that point and descend for o landing, they
should hivve executed o missed approach no
liter than the missed approach paint,

Hael they aceomplished this. they wenld
fve turned away from the mowmtains into o
hotding pantern and would not have impacted
the high terrain, which was more than ane
nantical mile past the missed approach poing

* The pondirectiomal heacon, ar NDE. up
privich For Dubrovmk was not properly de-
signed.
